cal Efforts of Move Are 
Just Beginning To Be 
Realized. — |

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The de 
cision of the federal farm board to 
stop buying wheat in order to stabilize 
the price is absolutely and final. That 
fact raises a political problem about 
which opinion is just forming. 

The decision to stop buying wheat 
is final for two reasons. One is that 
the farm board is convinced the prac- 
tice should not be continned. The other 
is that the coming cungress and no 
congress in the near future will ap- 
propriate money for this purpose. In 
the house of representatives, as dis- 
tinct from the senate, more congress- 
men come from eastern and other 
wheat-eating city constituencies than 
from wheat-producing agricultural 
ones. Eastern congressmen were will- 
jing, two years ago, to vote money that 
would keep the price of wheat high, 


though with some recluctance, because 
at that time farmers were in distrexs 


while eastern cities and industrial com- | py 


munities were riding high in prospezi- 
ty. They did it in the spirit of a gift 
to a conspicuously depressed industry. 
Now, however, the cities and indus 
trial districts are themselves in‘ dis- 
tress. They are acutely interested in 
having food cheap. Eastern and city 
congressmen without regard to party 
will now resist any form of farm re- 
lief tending to make food*dearer. 

This condition applies with almost 
equal strength to the two newly re- 
vived proposals for farm relief. One is 
the debenture plan. The other is the 
equalization fee. The purpose of both, 
speaking broadly, is to keep the price 
of wheat high in America; while sell- 
ing it at a low price abroad. Both 
these plans are now brought forward 
by politicians appealing to farm con- 
stituencies. Both have been enacted 
by congress in the past but have been 
killed by presidents’ vetoes. The will- 
ingness of congress, especially the 
house, to pass these measures a few 
years ago was due to the same spirit 
of easy-going generosity in. time of 
prosperity described above. Today, it 
is most unlikely that either the de- 
benture plan or the equalization fee 
could get a majority in the house of 
representatives. Some democratic lead- 
ers might be willing to advocate the 
debenture plan or the stabilization fee, 
or both, as a means of putting upon 
the republican president the odium of 
vetoing them. 

It is decidedly doubtful, however, if 
democratic members or any member 
representing eastern and city constit- 
uencies would now vote for either of 
these plans in sufficient numbers to 
provide a majority. 

For yet another reason, neither the 
debenture plan nor the equalization fee 
can now be put in practice. Both are 
in effect plans for dumping the ex- 
portable surplus of American wheat 
on foreign markets. Foreign nations 
have lately become sensitive about per- 
mitting this kind of dumping, and are 
finding ways of making it impossible. 
Foreign nations will do what our own 
government has recently done about 
the dumping of European matches on 
our markets. Against this practice our 
government has within two weeks is- 
sued an anti-dumping order. 

Most politicians, though perhaps not 
all, are well aware of the new condi- 
tions that make the debenture plan 
certainly impossible and the equaliza- 
tion fee probably so. Their revival of 
the two ideas is noticeably halft-heart- 
ed. Some senators from agricultural 
states may introduce the measures for 

| the sake of the effect on the local sen-

| It is certain, however, they will never 
be put into effect, ; 

The one form of farm relief left 
which is now being operated and 
which is having some success is the 
encouragement and organization by 
the federal farm board of co-operative 
marketing. This constitutes the major 
part of the farm board’s functioning, 
and it will go on. Its importance has 
only been obscured by the board’s more 
spectacular effort to sustain the price 
of wheat by direct purchases. 

There is one further condition that 
may help the farmer more than any 
artificial aid from the government.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, pen 
(P)—The capital city of Nicaragua was 
razed on the morning of March 31 by 
the most disastrous earthquake in the 
history of the country. 

Flames immediately swept the 
ruined grea and are not yet under 
control despite the valiant efforts of 
United .States engineers to combat 
them. 

There are virtually no habitable 
houses in the city, and practically the 
entire population is hoaielees and 
helpless, 

-The regular water system was de- 
stroyed, bringing the attendant danger 
of pestilence. 

United States marines and the Nic- 
araguan National Guard excelled 
themselves in caring for the wounded 
and relieving. the survivors. 

e dead, estimated at hundreds, 
are heine removed from the ruins by 
the national guard troops and buried 
as fast as facilities permit. 

The American and British legations 
were totally destroyed with all they 
contained, aS was the national pal- 
ace, containing most of the executive 


department and nearly all the govern- 
ment archives. 

The cruel loss of life has cast a 
as | pall over the entire country. Thow- 
sands are homeless and without work. 


. The community and the government |. 
are stunned by the tragedy. 


In-its present critical economic sit- 
uation Nicaragua can hardly bear 
alone the destruction of ifs capital 
city and th: heavy financial burden 
of reconstruction. 

In its sorrow and poverty it has 
turned to the United States for solace 
and relief. 

Nicaragua is profoundly grateful for 
the splendid work which has already 
been done by the American marines 
and army engineers, who have labored 
side by side with its own national 
guard in the work of relief and of pre- 
venting further calamities. 

Their efforts. are about to be. re- 
inforced by the Red Cross. 

I share the confidence of this 
stricken nation that the American 
government and people will continue 
to assist Nicaragua ‘in the same spirit 
of friendship and helpfulness which 
has traditionally characterized the re- 
Jations of the two peoples.

AMERICAN NAVY DOCTORS 
BEAR BRUNT OF WORK 

WASHINGTON, April  2.—(>)— 
Seventeen American naval medical of- 
ficers and 72 enlisted men of the 
navy'’s hospital corps today bore the 
igunt of caring for the wounded vic- 
tims of the Managua earthquake and 
warding off epidemics that threat- 
ened the stricken city.: 

This work has been placed in charge 
of Lieutenant Commander William B. 
Hetfield, of San Diego, Cal. 

Reports to the navy department 
said reinforcements of personnel and 
badly needed medical stores were re- 
ceived by airplane. 

The original medical force of 11 
officers and 67 hospital corps men 
regularly assigned to the second bri- 
gade of marines has been augmeuted 
by two officers and two men wid 
flew to Managua yesterday from the 
{oco Solo flying base and four of- 
ficers and three men brought by, five 
planes in a spectacular flight 
the deck of the aircraft carrier’ Lex- 
ington far out at sea. 


Today the ‘Lexington was anchored 
at Greytown, on Nicaragua's Atlantic 
coast, ready to launch: other planes 
carrying doctors and medical supplies 
as needed. 

The earthquake spared the two well 
equipped naval hospitals at Managua. 

The planes from Coco Solo and the 
Lexington carried 600 pounes of medi- 
cal stores. Additional supplies were 
en route by ship to Corinto. 

The hospital ship Relief, due to ar- 
rive late Saturday on early Sunday, 
has nine a officers and 124 en 
listed men available for duty. Her 
medical stores will be especially val- 
uable because they contain 73,000 
units of tetanus anti-toxin and other 
medicines for preventing epidemics. 

Altogether the relief carried several 
tons of medical and surgical sup- 
plies, including equipment fer setting 
up a field hospital. 

The cruiser Rochester, flagship of 
Rear Admiral Arthur St. Clair Smith, 
commanding the special service squad- 
ron, due at Corinto early tomorrow, 
also carried all the wed‘ecal stores 
that could be obtained ia the Canal 
Zone before she sailed from Balboa. 

Commander Hetfield, who is brigade 
surgeon of the marines in Nicaragua, 
was born at Washington, D. C., Octo- 
ber 12, 1887, and was graduated from 
Johns Hopkins medical school in 1911. 
He entered the naval service in 1914. 
From 1919 until his assigument t») 
Nicaragua in April, 1923, all his duty 
was on the Pacific coast.

ALEXANDER PANTAGES 
WINS ANOTHER TRIAL 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 2.—(4) 
Alexander Pantages, Los Angeles 
theatrical magnate convicted of as- 
saulting Eunice Pringle, 17-year-old 
dancer, was granted a new trial by 
the state supreme court here today. 

The decision, which adopted in the 
main the opinion. of the state district 
appellate court. reversing the Los An- 
geles conviction. favored Pantages by 
to 2. 

Chief Taation William H. Waste, in 
a concurring opinion, referred to Miss 
Pringle’s testimony at the trial as “so 
improbable as to challenge eredulity.” 

The court pointed out that prosecu- 
tion misconduct complained of by 
Pantages’ attorneys ‘warrants the 
conclusion that the defendant was not 
lawfully convicted.” It added, _how- 
ever, the misconduct on the part of 
District Attorney Buron Fitts would 
not “necessarily require a reversal.” 

The alleged attack for which Pan- 
tages was convicted occurred in his 
Los Angeles office August 9, 1929. 
Pantages, who is 54, was arrested aft- 
er Miss Pringle, with her clothing 
torn, ran into the street screaming 
she had been attacked. ‘The girl, 
daughter of a school teacher, said she 
went to his office to ask him to book 
an act of hers on his vaudeville cir- 
cuit. 

After a long and sensational trial 
Pantages was convicted, but illness 
kept him from prison. .Meanwhile his 
atone started a fight for a new 
trial. 

Chief Justice Waste commented on 
the “intemperate atmosphere in which 
the case was tried.’ 

‘The’ prosecution.” his opinion 
said, “no doubt labored under the 
stress of public opinion and excite- 
ment, at times confronted with con- 
siderable provocation, but the testi- 
mony of the prosecutrix is so im- 
probable as to challenege one’s cred- 
ulity and the jury should have been 
permitted to consider the evidence un- 
influenced by the incidents and errors 
discussed in the main opinion.’

To Pass on Data Given 
Senate Body. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—(/)— 
After hearing a story of wretched liv- 
ing and working conditions among the 
soft coal miners of southern West Vir- 
ginia the senate: committee on unem- 
ployment insurance today voted unani- 
mously to lay the evidence before the 
Red Cross. 

B. A.*Scott, vice president of. the 
State Mine Workers’ Union at Charles- 
ton, W. Va., testified before the com- 
mittee at its initial meeting that con- 
ditions were “deplorable” in West 
Virginia, with miners working in a 
state of “terrorism,” and that the local 
Red Cross chapters had refused to 


render aid except in the cities. 


On motion of Senator Wagner, of 
New York, the only democrat on the 
committee, who proposed creation of 
the group to study unemployment in- 
surance methods, Scott’s testimony, 
along with exhibits, was turned over 
to Chairman Payne at Red Cross na- 
tional headquarters here. 

Scott estimated one-third of the 
112,000 miners in ‘the state were job- 
less and another third were working 
from one to three days a week. He 
said many persons were starving and 
were without clothing, that workers 
were forced to sign “yellow dog con- 
tracts” saying they would not join a 
union, and made to buy in company 
stores with “‘tin money” or company 
script at prices 30 to 40 per cent 
higher than in city stores, 

“A miner,who leaves one company 
to better his conditions finds himself 
blackballed by every other company,” 
he continued, adding this seemed to 
him to be “forced labor.” 

“We want work at an American 
wage or unemployment insurance ben- 
efits on an American standard,” he 
said, 

“If a system of state unemployment 
insurance was in effect the companies 
would have to change their whole sys- 
tem of dealing with the employes, 
would they not?” asked Senator Wag- 
ner. 

“Yes,” Scott replied, adding the com- 
panies did nothing for the men dis- 
placed by improved machinery and 
rendered hungry by lack of work.

Fortunately, the re- 
port of the famine in these parts is 
groundless. Every Marylander is not 
only adequately nourished but also 
satisfactorily liquored. The great city 
of Baltimore is overrun by hungry 
and remorseful Hoovercrats from be- 
low the Potomac, but all of them are 
being cared for.

But the keynote is caution, Cot- 
ton men, though feeling better, refuse 
to eredit cotton’s rather spectacular 
behavior with, undue optimism. 

The principal players in the cotton 
drama are figures. Here are some: 

A production in February of 212,- 
168,000 yards of staple, medium and 
coarse goods (the figure being based 
on the Cotton Textile Institute's re- 
turns from about 70 per cent of the 
industry) is less than the demand. 

The average weekly production for 
February was 53,042,000 more than 
in any month since last May. 

February sales of 326,691,000 were 
greater than any month since last 
October. 

Stocks were only 319,328,000 yards,

Unfilled February orders were 395,- |* 


802.000 yards, the highest since De- 
cember, 1929.

He thinks cotton mills will be very 
careful to produce no more than the 
that the mills have 
thoroughly learned the fallacy of 
overproduction. 

The textile industry accounts for 
about 24 per cent Of the wage earn- 
ers; 20 per cent of the wages, and 16 
per cent of the value of products. If 
cotton’s movements are continued, it 
is probable that other textiles will 
follow more definitely than at pres- 
ent with a decisive effect on all Amcr- 
ican industry.

In Death. 


The death masks of two of history’s 
greatest commanders—Napoleon anid 
Ferdinand Foch—which I saw today 
side by side in the Museum of the 
Army, located in the galleries above 
the tombs of the Hotel des Invalides, 
reveal, seems to me, a hitherto un- 
suspected, yet startling, physiognomic- 
al similarity between the two men. 
The fact of Marshal Foch’s Napoleon- 
ic profile was first observed when M. 
Eugene Michelet,. the famous sculp- 
tor, to whom the French government 
intrusted the delicate task of casting 
Marshal Foch’s mask the day after 
his death, had completed the mould 
and carried it to the museum authori- 
ties. While both faces are stamped 
with the supreme serenity that death 
imposes, Marshal Foch’s mask, as a 
niece of sculpture, is considered a 
m.usterpiece. Every line of the fea- 
tures, the deep lines that grooved the 
forehead and the wrinkly crow’s feet 
at the base of the temples, the latter 
undeniable marks of the dead man's 
kindliness and geniality of character, 
are preserved with realistic accuracy.

COLLISION AT SEA 
TAKES 33 LIVED 


MALAGA, Spain, April 2.—(2)— 
Victims of a terrific head-on collision 
between the French steamer Florida 
and H. M. 8. Glorious yesterday, more 
than 30 bodies and upwards of 50 
injured persons were being brought 
ashore today from the two vessels. 

While the wreckage of the Florida 
still is being searched, the dead tenta- 
tively was placed at 33. They in- 
clude 17 Italians, four Toles, one 
Russian, three Jugoslavs, fiye Syrians 
and one Spaniard, most of whom were 
returning to their native lands from 
Buenos Aires when the tragedy oc- 
curred in the Mediterranean about 30 
miles west of here. — 

About 25 of the injured were taken 
to hospitals and the remainder, in- 
eluding seven British sailors, _ still 
were aboard the ships in the harbor. 

The Florida’s cargo was being un- 
loaded as rapidly as possible for fear 
she would sink at the dock. 

The British aireraft carrier ripped 
through-the bow of the French steam- 
er, grinding steerage passengers to 
death, mangling bodies, and twisting 
the framework of the ship into a 
tangled mass of steel and wood. 

Victor Barroso; Uruguayan consul 
to Malaga, who was a passenger on 
the Florida, gave the Associated Press 
a vivid account of. the tragedy. 

“I was looking from my cabin door 
at the time of the collision,” he said. 
“It eame so suddenly we were thun- 
der-struck. The Florida was unable 
to avert the crash. The Glorious 
loomed upon us out of the fog and 
struck us a tremendous blow with a 
terrible grinding noise. 

“In the terrible confusion of the 
moment, I attempted to leap over on 
the Glorious but some panic-stricken 
person hit me and I fell into the sea. 
I swam around for 20 minutes despite 
n bruised shoulder and. was rescued 
by a British sailor on the Glorious. 

“f and all others so rescued were 
treated wonderfully by the British 
officers. We were put in the dispen- 
sary where I saw one poot Russian 
steerage passenger die from awful in- 
juries.” “i | 

Following the collision, the Glori- 
ous transferred all of the Florida's 
passengers for fear she would sink 
and the latter was towed into port 
by tugs. The French steamer Al- 
gerie is expected to arrive tomorrow 
to earfy the Florida's passengers to 
Zarcelona,

I am writing to tell you we 
read all your writeups in the pa- 
per and wish you would tell us 
exactly what you mean. by not 
taking a bath if you are not dirty. 

Don’t you think we need a bath 

once a week, anyway, and not go

There is a battle in this household 

o.er soap and. water. .Do you 

think it is hurtful to anyone, es-

pecially children, to use soap and 
water? You know how dirty they 
get and how impossible it is to 
get them clean without it. I mean 
as they wash in the morning and 
at other times in the day. 
(Mrs. M. J. D.) 
Well, what I mean is that if you're 
very clean of course you don't need a 
bath, and the dirtier you aré the more 
reeenee you must submit to a wet 
wash, ' 


Even the old house cat needs some ,; 


cleaning, and as for the dog, if he is 
anything like ours he needs a. bath 
every day or two. But birds or animals 
in nature keep clean without soap and 
water. People who wear little or no 
clothing certainly need less washing of 
the body than people who wear an ex- 
cess of clothing—I mean for the re- 
moval of unpleasant, malodorous ac- 
cumulations from the body surface. 

Even an ordinary citizen wearing 
the conventional garb of civilization 
may keep clean in this respect without 
wallowing in a tub or even indulging in 
a shower from one year to another. 
It is chiefly a matter of frequent 
change of clothing. 

Of course it is necessary for every- 
body to wash his hands, preferably 
with soap and water, several times. 
daily, and always before taking food 
or drink. | 

Often the health authorities who 
dwell so fondly on the importance of 


regular bathing are downright negli- |’ 


gent about real hygienic cleanliness, 
for they license food and drink vendors 
who fail to provide facilities fgr hand 
waShing that a self-respecting patron 
can use. The filthy equipment _—. 
in many restaurants is a sad reproac 

to the health or sanitary authoritics. 


Mind, I consider cleanliness only 
from the hygienic viewpoint, and have 
no concern about the esthetic side. 

It is an excellent rule for every 
household that dirty hands shall not 
be tolerated at table. 

For the life of me I can’t under- 
stand how people who pretend to be so 
squeamish about daily bathing can 
enter a restaurant and sit down to 
eat without a thought about wash- 
ing their hands. | 

Such folks are inelined to look on 
one who doesn’t believe in brushing 
his teeth as rather a dirty fellow. Per- 
haps his teeth are not so pearly-white 
as the teeth of an individual who de- 
votes a considerable part of. his spare 
time and his spare cash in s¢rubbing, 
polishing, bleaching, but at that the 
guy with the unbrushed teeth is ready 
at any time to compare teeth with any 
guy who brushes his. It is réally «us 
silly to clean your own teeth as it 
would be to try to clean your tonsils 
or your stomach. A dentist or his as- 
sistant, the dental hygienist, is the 
only person who can really clean any- 
body’s teeth. 

Speaking as a doctor experienced in 
examining all sorts of people, I am 
sure the frequency with which a per- 
son indulges in a wet wash has very 
little to do with what we commonly 
regard as cleanliness.

Good morning, Everybody: 

It’s certainly good to see so much 
interest in this column. Letters are 
beginning to come in from radio own- 
ers who doubtless have suffered in 
silence while being bombarded with 
just any old sort of programs. 
ferings have been ‘“‘splotchy,’ from 
what I can gather from the letters. 
[ mean by that, an afternoon top- 
heavy with one sort of program, 


In some instances it is an over- 
supply of jazz music that offends. 
It is true that too much of that 
sort of orchestration tends to 
bore the living room dreadfully. 
In other cases, two or more pe- 
riods are consecutively given over 
to talks—the “helpful hint” type 
dealing with anything from how 
to peel a Vermont onion to the 
simplest methods of preparing 
Javan pilau. . . . Until. in ut- 
ter exasperation, the switch is 
snapped off vindictively, and a 
pall of silence prevails. 


“Radio programs,” writes W. H. 
Wrighton, associate professor of 
philosophy, ‘tought to be planned so 
as not to disturb the restfulness of 
the homes in which they are 


heard.”’ 


Exactly. But do the program di- 
rectors know that? And, if they do, 
then what? With the rest of you, I 
have listened to programs day after 
day, night after night; and it seems 
a bit thick to hear, say, Ted Squeam- 
ish and his orchestra go through the 
orchestral convolutions of “Tiger 
Rag.” and “I Miss a Little Miss Who 
Misses,” etc., and then be followed 
by Joe Goofus and his syncopators 
who go right through the same contor- 
tions. Rather than run screaming 
from the living room, you naturally 
mutter an imprecation ‘and snap off 
the switch. 


But that isn't all. If you 
have the stamina and determina- 
tion to sit through Ted Squeam- 
ish and Joe Goofus in the hopes 
of hearing something better, us- 
ually you find you have baited 
your hook for something like a 
talk on the ancient domestic 
habits of the Digger Indians 
(usually by some kindly- meaning 
matron who speaks in an expir- 
ing voice) and this keeps up for 
15 minutes. 


“At last,” you breathe to yourself. 
‘“‘Now there’s just bound to be some- 
thing worth while.” But even as 
the announcer introduces the ensuing 
program you are doomed to disap- 
pointment, because you learn it is to 

the reading of a paper prepared 
by Professor McWhiffleberry on_ the 
nesting and mating peculiarities of the 
dingus bird, 


Now, all that is offered in per- 
ha excessively burlesque. But 
it is entirely in line with the com- 
plaints of those who read this 
column. As Professor Wrighton 
suggests in his letter, why not 
balance the program? Why must 
jazz follow jazz, ad infinitum? Or 
the dry observations of technical 
experts or civic crusaders roll 
endlessly into tens of thousands 
of living rooms? Let the dingus 
bird be sandwiched in between 
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A pesos: — of “East

WASHINGTON, April 2.—(&)— 
Reflecting the attitude expressed in 
official dispatches from Europe and 
information from diplomatic sources 
here, Washington officials were pessi- 
mistic tonight over prospects of suc- 
cess in the latest Franco-Italian naval 
negotiations. 

Reports to the state department 
from American representatives abroad 
coincided with a pessimistic outlook 
on the negotiations voiced by Ambas- 
sador De Martino, of Italy, in a con- 
ference today with J. Theodore Mar- 
riner, chief of the western European 
division of the state department. 

The information to all sources here 
was of a general nature. Lacking de- 
tails American officials declined to 
comment in the absence of Secretary 
Stimson, except to express the opinion 
that the situation could not be con- 
sidered hopeless as long as the negotia- 
tions were continuing. 

Additional French demands, not 
foreseen a week or two ago when the 
agreement was thought successfully 
completed, were understood to be re- 
sponsible for the present troublesome 
situation. 

These demands were reliably report- 
ed to be a desire to lay down new 
tonnage during the latter years of the 
agreement. 

The Italian attitude was under- 
stood to be one of opposition to this 
on the grounds that the previous ten- 
tative agreement was acceptable to 
Italy since it was dependent upon 
France having a considerable tonnage 
in old ships upon the expiration of the 
agreement, 

Acting Secretary Wilbur J. Carr 
said today the American government 
was hopeful of success in the negotia- 
tions, but reiterated the previously 
pronounced policy that the question 
was one mainly concerning the in- 
terested European powers. 

Word from unofficial sources that 
the British government has proposed 
a reduction in size of capital ships 
from the present size of 35,000 tons to 
20,000 tons with maximum armament 
limited to 12-inch guns was received 
coolly by American naval experts and 
diplomatic officials. 

The American contention, frequent- 
ly publicly voiced by Secretary Stim- 
son was that, lacking far-flung bases, 
the larger type of capital ship is es- 
sential to the American navy.

Politicak Prophets Think G.

Hoover Running Mate. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—(Spe- 
cjal.)—While stories have been going 
the rounds here that Charles Curtis, 
of Kansas, intends to put up a bitter 
fight to be renominated for the vice 


here politically wise who believe he 
has more than an outside chance to 
win, 

This comes from two reasons. First 
is the fact that practically every po- 


litical propliet here, unless he is an 
employe of the republican national 
committee, believes that the G. O. P. 
is doomed to defeat in 1932. Secondly 
the former senator and jockey, if he 
should be able to obtain the nomina- 
tion, would do so in sheer defiance of 
republican precedent. This runs back 
to the days of the Civil War and has 
been only broken by a single excep- 
tion. 

When President Lincoln was first 
elected his running mate was Hanni- 
bal Hamlin, of Maine, but in his next 
race for the White House he was sec- 
onded on the ticket by Andrew John- 
son, of Tennessee. In a similar way 
Grant when first elected had Schuyler 
Colfax, of New York, former speaker 
of the house, as his allied vote getter, 
but four years later he was re-elected 
with Henry Wilson, of Massachusetts, 

When Benjamin Harrison entered 
the White House the presiding officer 
of the senate, chosen by the. people, 
was Levi P. Morton, of New York, but 
when renominated, only to meet with 
defeat, Whitelaw Reid had been given 
second place on the ticket. McKinley 
was elected for the first time with 
Garrett A. Hobart but when he ran 
again it was with Theodore Roosevelt. 

The sole exception in many years 
was the case of Sherman, of Illinois, 
who after being elected as vice presi- 
dent, was against placed on the ticket 
with Taft in 1912 but defeated by 
an overwhelming vote. 


Of course the genial Charles, of 
Kansas, may be able to muster enough 
strength to hold his present position 
but he has certain other strong forces 
against him in his own party. It might 
easily be said, without going too far 
from the truth, that the leader of these 
is no less than Mrs. Nick Longworth, 
wife of the present speaker of the 
house and daughter of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The fight between 
Alice and Mrs. Gann, the sister of the 
vice president, as to which should have 
precedence at social functions in this 
city has died down outwardly, but still 
is a volcano, which is ready to burst 
forth at any opportune moment. This 
would not be as to who should assume 
the place of honor at a diplomatic 
function, but as a political battle, and 
when it comes to politics Mrs. Long- 
worth has inherited far more of her 
father’s political wisdom than any
